STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In most of the advanced countries, the hours of work for indust¬ 
rial workers have been reduced from 48 hours to 44 hours and 
even less. The workers in those countries are now demanding a 
40-hour week. This demand arises primarily because of the inten¬ 
sification' of work that has recently been introduced in almost all 
industries causing excessive exertion. ■ 

This Amendment to the Factories Act, 1948 seeks to reduce the 
hours of work from 48 hours to 44 hours a week in all factories.
